A 
market animal tagged for the MontanaFair can not be shown or sold at another 4-H or FFA Junior Livestock 
show. Everyone will need to weigh his or her animal(s) at tagging time. A beginning weight is required for the 
Carcass Contest through the Ultrasound program. Steers do not need to be halter broke to be weighed. Open 
shows do not pertain to this rule.
